2. Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the process as 
claimed can be practiced by an apparatus with a single light source (with filters to provide 
excitation and reference beams) and multiple image detectors. In addition, the apparatus as 
claimed requires the transmission of combined light from both sources, wherein the process does 
not require transmission of combined Ught to the tissue. 

3. Becaxxse these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and the search required for 
Group I is not inclusively required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated 
is proper. To evidence the requirement of "serious burden", it is noted that the application of 
such requirement affects both search and examination of the claimed patentably distinct 
inventions. Therefore, as much as the search for the distinct inventions might overlap to a 
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certain extent, there still exists the burden of separate analysis of the prior art references for each 

distinct invention, as well as a separate written analysis in the Office Action.
